DETAILED ACTION 



This office action is in response to applicant's Request for Continued Examination filed 
on December 1 1, 2006. Prior to further prosecution, an issue regarding the claim limitation 
corresponding to the support was discussed August 31, 2006 (Please see interview summary 
from action mailed September 6, 2006) has not been resolved. In regards to the recitation of the 
"primary core" and "secondary core" examiner inquired in the interview whether the recitation is 
one of patentably distinct structure or a linguistic difference that has no structural difference. 
Applicant was not ready to respond to the inquiry. In applicant's remarks filed with the RCE, 
applicant is silent to the pending inquiry. In view of the amended claims and remarks, examiner 
considers the base claims to contain enablement issue based on applicant's cited support. 

In the August 31, 2006 interview, applicant cited support for the primary core and 
secondary to Fig. 2B and Specification on page 8, line 19 to page 9 line 5. 
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250 primary core 
255 secondary core 
260 cladding 
265 void 

According to Fig. 2B, the primary core, the secondary core, and the cladding appears to be 
structurally same. Claim 1 also recites: 

A secondary core surrounding said primary core and comprising a plurality of voids 
filled with said known selective absorption medium. 

Examiner interprets the voids to then be the secondary core. However, since the primary 
core, and the cladding are still structurally the same, the secondary core cannot surround the 
primary core. On the contrary, the primary core appears to be within the secondary core and 
surrounding the secondary core. Applicant's Specification does not disclose any further detail 
regarding structural limitations of the primary core, secondary core, and cladding and applicant's 
remarks is silent to the pending inquiry. Examiner respectfully request clarification on this 
pending inquiry since the structural difference is imminent to the enablement of the claimed 
subject matter.
